S.R.O. 244 — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the Territorial Army Act, 1948 (56 of 1948), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Territorial Army Rules. 1948, 
namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may 
be called the Territorial Army (Second Amendment) Rules. 
1974. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force with 
effect from the twentieth day of December, 1972. 

2. Amendment ol Rule 19.— In rule 19 of the Territorial 
Army Rules, 1948 (hereinafter referred to ai the said 
lules), — 

(11 in clause (b), after the words 'Signal (Post and Tele- 
graphs) units', the words or General Hospital (TA) 
unit’ shall he inserted ; 

(2) After clause (b), the following clause shall be in- 
serted, namely 

“(be) Every member of a General Hospital (TA) 
unit shall be linbfc for the purpose of under- 
going recruit training, to be embodied under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the Area or 
TA Group Commander in which the General 
Hospital (TA) unit is located for a period not 
exceeding thirty days in any one training year. 
The training will be on urban system without a 
camp." 

3. Amendment of tule 20, — In rule 20 of the said rules, 
in sub-rule 1 1), 

(1) in clause (bj, after the words '‘Singal (Post and 

Telegraph) unit”, the words “or General Hospital 
CI’AI unit”, shall be inserted; 

(2) nftci clause (b), the following clauses shall be 

inserted, namely : — 

“(bill Every such person who is appointed to a 
General Hospital (TA) unit shall be liable to be 
embodied, under the orders of the Officer Com- 
manding the Area or TA Group Commander in 
which the General Hospital (TA) unit is located, 
for annual training for a period of thirty days in 
each training year. The training will be on 
urban system without a camp. 
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(bb) Every such person who is appointed to a 
General- Hospital (TA) unit may, under the 
orders of the Area or Independent Sub-Area 
Commander or TA Group Commander, be 
embodied for a period pot exceeding seven 
days for the purpose of passing prescribed trade 
tests : 

Provided ihiyt the individual volunteers and obtains the 
written consent of the employer, if any. The 

period of embodiment shall count against the 

period of annual training as prescribed in clause 
(ba).”

Consequent upon the revision of the Training Syllabus in 
respect of personnel of General Hospitals (TA) Mile Army 
Headquarters letter No. 31605/57/DMS-3ID) dated 
20ih December, 1972, it is necessary that the amendments 
proposed vide S. R. O. should be granted retrospective effect, 
i.e. the date of issue of the letter.
